In brief the story of the crime rest* 


on the location of Collins a-t^e Mmf- 
of t>he shooting with respect tt ?he im- 
mediate scene of the 
crime. The 


State in its testimony has evidently 
attempted to show that this assauUt 
was a prearranged affair; that Collins 
"waited about the ceuier of Eleventr 
and West .Main streets and when tbr 
Hanover party reached a certain poin* 
in the field, a t a signal, two differen- 
groups of strikers approached them 
and that Collins was in one of the 
crowds, and that he fired the 
fatal 


shot. 


The -defense, on the other hand, in a 


manner disregards the 
presence o} 


these parties of strikers, and bases itc 
case on an alibi to the effect that Col 
line was in Keefe's saloon with a num- 
ber of other men when the trouble oc- 
curred, and that upon hearing- some 
one remark that there was trouble ir 
the field across the canal, hurried over 
to the north side of the canal bank ir 
company with these other men from 
the saloon. Further, that about th^ 
time -when the shooting was takine 
p'lace, or an instant before, Brittoc 
said to those about him' "For God's 
sake boy?, some<body 30 over there and 
see if that's any of our men, and if i' 
is, stop them."

Keen and United Opposition Ready

St. Petersburg, May 3.—The im- 


perial rescript announcing the retire- 
ment of Count Witte from -the pre- 
miership did not appear in the Official 
Messenger, but to all intents and pur- 
poses M. GoremyWn has assumed the

IB the 
announcement of a 


change in the plans for the opening 01 
the national parliament, the ceremo- 
nial of -which, according to a semi- 
official intimation, will be cut to the 
minimum. 


It is stated with great insistence 


that Minister of Justice Akymoffi also 
will accompany Count Witte into re- 
tirement, though not as a friend of 
the former premier. He was, in fact, 
one of the staunchest supporters of 
Interior Minister Durnovo in Durno- 
TO'S recent battle with Count Witte, 
and made himself even more detested 
than Durnovo in liberal circles. His 
successor, it Is stated, will be Tcheglo- 
vioff, at present assistant minister of 
justice. 


The view is advanced in some cir- 


cles that the reactionism of M. Go- 
remykin, owing to the calibre of the 
man, may not be much worse than the 
"liberalism" of the last few months. 
It is intimated that he is not a man 
of sufficient strength to initiate and 
carry out a formidable campaign of 
reaction, while his tactical mistakes 
will be eagerly pounced upon by a 
keen and united opposition which has 
been built up during the campaign. 


What other changes in the cabinet 


are involved in Count Witte's retire- 
ment have not yet developed, but it is 
thought that the emperor intends to 
heed the voice of the country by call- 
ing representatives of the Constitu- 
tional Democrats to power. 


Practically all the political parties 


have planned to hold conventions be- 
tween now and the date (May 10) of ' 
the assembling of parliament for the 
purpose of elaborating their political 
programs for the future. The most 
Important of these meetings is that of 
the Constitutional Democrats, which i 
Will begin May 4.

WASHINGTON NEWS 


Washington, May 3.—It was made 


evident in the senate that the Califor- 
nia senators do not consider there 
should at present be no effort to secure 
government aid in the general recon 
etruction of San Francisco. The ques- 
tion came up on Mr. Newlands' reso- 
lution directing the finance committee 
of the senate and the ways and means 
committee of the house to considei 
the feasibility of the government guar- 
janteeing bonds ^p ^.id^in the/ehabili- 
~ta&on of the stricken city! The Ne 


vada senator discussed the resolution 
at some length, contending for the 
regularity of nib suggestion and en- 
larging upon the desirability of mak- 
ing the city a more attractive center 
ol population than it had ever been. 
Both Mr. Flint and Mr. Perkins depre- 
cated the introduction of the resolu- 
tion as um.ise at this time, and both 
Indicated their opinion that the Cali- 
fornia delegation should have been 
consulted before the presentation of 
the measure. The resolution was re- 
ferred to the committee on finance. 


Not to Pass on Type of Canal. 


Washington, May 3. — Congress is 


not likely to pass legislation deter- 
mining the -type of canal to be con- 
structed across the isthmus of Pana- 
ma- Although no vote was taken, that 
was the drift of a discussion by the 
senate 
committee 
on 
interoceanic 


canals. The sentiment expressed by 
an overwhelming majority of the com- 
mittee was that the present law, the 
Spooner act, intended to provide for a 
lock canal, and that congress, having 
once decided this question, should not 
alter its decision, especially as the ad- 
ministration charged with the con- 
struction favors that plan. 


Denounce Crop Reports. 


Washington, May 3.—After denounc- 


ing the government crop reports, and 
more particularly the reports of the 
department of agriculture, and passing

TALK STRIKE 


Anthracite Mine Workers Meet in 
^ Convention at Scranton. 


BACKDOWN OUT OF QUESTION 


President Mitchell Details to Scale 


Committee the 
Negotiations Conj 


ducted Between Union Officials and 
the Operators — More Trouble Ex- 
pected at Mount Carmel. 


Scranton, Pa., May 3.—It is the 


opinion of every one In touch with the 
situation that a strike will be declared 
In the anthracite fields. The tri-state 
district convention of the mine work- 
ers opened today in this city, and 
many of the delegates are outspoken 
in favor of a strike. 


It is admitted that there is no way 


out of a strike unless the mine work- 
ers back down, and all of the dele- 
gates who are here are very far from 
favoring anything closely approaching 
a backdown. 


President John Mitchell met with 


the members of the joint scale com- 
mittee and presented for their consid- 
eration a copy of the committee re- 
port which he had been preparing for 
some days. The report was approved 
in its entirely. At the conclusion of 
the meeting Mr. Mitchell said that the 
report contained no recommendations. 
He said that it was merely a resume 
of the negotiations conducted since 
the mine workers first presented their 
demands in December last. 


Trouble may break out at Mount 


Carmel at any time owing to the in- 
tense bitterness of the residents to- 
ward the constabulary. All of the peo- 
ple who were shot during the rioting 
Monday are alive, although several 
are expected to die. The constabulary 
are greatly encouraged over Governor 
Pennypacker's declaration that they 
were right in defending themselves 
here in the two fights with the mob. 


Five 
carloads of strike-breakers 


from the Clearfleld region arrived at 
Mount Carmel, and it is reported that 
five additional carloads for the same 
region will arrive here later. Fourteen 
carloads of men from the soft-coal re- 
gion were run into the Philadelphia 
and Reading Coal and Iron company's 
storage yard near Mahanoy City. The 
cars containing the strike-breakers 
are fitted up so that the men can live 
in them. The cars are guarded by de- 
tails of coal and iron policemen. 


Mitchell to Winder. 


Columbus, O., May 3.—President 


Mitchell of the United Mine Workers 
has replied to the request sent by 
John H. Winder asking Mr. Mitchell, 
in substance, as to when the .operators 
of Ohio, Indiana and Illinois could ex- 
pect an answer to their proposition to 
arbitrate the controversy between the 
mine owners and the men. Mr. Mitch- 
ell wires: "Votes of executive board 
members not yet returned. Exp,ect to 
be able to advise you within the next 
few days." 


PLAGUE .IN PERSIA 


Numbering Its Victims by Hundreds. 


Work of fanatics. 


St Petersburg, May 3. — Since the 


recent disorders stirred up the native 
fanatics against "foreign witch dev- 
ils," when mobs of natives destroyed 
hospitals, expelled European medical 
staffs and drove off quarantine cor- 
dons, the plague situation in Seistan, 
on the Persian border, has assumed 
appalling dimensions, spreading rap- 
idly in northeastern Persia and num- 
bering its victims by hundreds. The 
excited populace refuse medical assist- 
ance, and the only hope is that the 
summer heats may restrict the plague, 
but it is sure to rage with greater 
severity in the autumn. British troops 
are being concentrated on the border, 
ostensibly for the protection of the 
consulates in case of another foreign 
outbreak.

Ferris Kgoff, an express moborman, 


testified to an acquaintance with Col- 
lins. He stated that he was in this 
city, at Keefe's saloon, a* the time of 
this shooting. 
He saw Collins in 


Keefe's place and was cutting up and 
creating fun for the crowd; that some- 
body called out that there was some- 
thing going on out in the field and that 
all of them ran out. 


"We got over io the canal bank, anJ 


to the bridge. We couldn't see much 
over there because it was 
getting 


dark. I saw a fellow coining back 
across the bridge a little while after 
the shooting with two other fellows, 
one of them was asking for a guu 
which had been taken away from him. 
The witness further stated that he 
went with the crowd and walked part 
of the way across the bridge. 


On cross-examination Mr. Egoff said 


that no one went over ahead of him 
across the bridge that he knew of, and 
that no one could have crossed the 
bridge at the same time he 'did. He 
stated tblat some one could have pass- 
ed over the bridge juot as he stepped 
off. 


The evident object of the prosecutor 


was to show that Collins icould have 
left the saloon before the 'man. called

Many Special Features. 


J. Gleichauf is attracting 
great 


crowds at his Hoosier Kitchen Cabi- 
net display this week. The cabinet is 
one of the handsomest, mos; commo- 
dious pieces of furniture ever shown 
in this city and contains many special 
features. 


The chief of these is -a new device 


— the self-cleaning — self-emptying 
flour-bin. This flour-bin is in the ton 
of the cabinet and the flour'is put in 
tfhrough a chute at the top. 
At the- 


bottom of the Hour-bin is a sifter a 
the flour comies out into a bowl al- 
ready 
sifted. There is no bending 


over a flour barrel or the old fashioned 
flour bin with a scoop, as you have 
done before. 
This flour-bin is also 


much more sanitary than the old-fash- 
ioned method, since mouldy flour can 
not possibly accumulate. The flour 
that is put in first comes out first, 
since it is put in at the top and drawn 
out the bottom. The flour-bin is open- 
ed only when the flour is put in and 
then not again until it is empty, so 
there is no chance for dust or dirt to 
get in. 


This is a most economical arrange- 


ment for flour and the only one that 
keeps the flour pure and does not let 
it spoil if it stands a considerable 
length of time. 


The special sugar-bin is arranged on 


ihe same principle. There is a passage 
a-fr the bottom of the sugar-bin which 
only allows a cupful of su?ar to drop 
into the lower part at a time. As one 
cupful is taken out another one falls 
down and takes its place. 
* The spices are kept in air-tight tins. 
each spice having its own special tin. 
These tins are damp-proof and pre- 
serve the flavor of the spices in a way 
that no other method -will.

board room to accommodate all 
the 


kitchen and package goods needed—
